At the October 9th meeting, your club members adopted a proposal which alters the dues 


New Dues Structure Adopted, everett weaa 
co 


structure for our club. The changes came about for practical and philosophical reasons. First, 
the Board of Directors proposed moving the regular fiscal operation of the club more to dues 
with somewhat less dependence on proceeds from a single project. Second, our club has been 
working to encourage new hams to join us, especially those who are full-time-students. 


Effective January, 2003, annual dues will move to $15.00 annually for a Regular Member and 
$20.00 for an entire household at the same address. Full-time students would be free. Life 
Membership remains as now: No Dues after at least two years of Membership and attainment of 
age 70. Life Membership continues to be available for purchase at an earlier age at a sliding 
scale amount. Members who wish to upgrade to Life Member would have until the end of 2004 
to do so at the current rate. Dues will increase by $1.00 a year until 2008, when they will reach 
$20.00 for a Regular Member and $25.00 for an entire household at the same address. 


The Club encourages a contribution of $10.00 annually for the operation of the Goat Mountain 
Repeater (146.960 MHz). Non-member users of the Goat Mountain Repeater are welcome to 
contribute to its support. Operational costs for club repeaters are a part of the Club Annual 
Budget. 


Renewal of membership takes place in December and January each year. The Secretary will 
mail a renewal application to each current — and recently past — member by the end of 
November. Renewal will be at the new $15.00 (Family, $20.00) annual rate. 


If you are interested in life membership, you may upgrade for a single payment based on your 
2003 age. For example, a person 68 years old in 2003 may become a life member for a single 
payment of $30.00, while a person 60 will attain life membership with a single $110.00 
payment. 


Concern was expressed by the Board for members or potential members who may not be able to 
afford $15.00 annually to join OTVARC. As in the past, individual members have “subsidized” 
and “underwritten” others when needed. The Board acknowledged those who have helped 
other hams participate in OTVARC and wants their example to continue to be the case.

Marshall Johnson, KK7CW, Oregon Section Manager, has announced appointments to the 
Oregon Section Team. Oregon Section cover the State of Oregon and is one of five divisions in 
the ARRL Northwestern Division. The Northwestern Division Director is Greg Milnes, W7OZ, an 
OTVARC member. KK7CW has appointed another OTVARC member to the Section Team. 
Everett Curry, W6ABM, has been appointed to serve as Section Public Information Coordinator. 
The PIC is responsible to the Section Manager and serves as an advisor to the Section Team on 
public information and public relations. He will organize, train, guide, and coordinate the 
activities of public information officers within the Oregon Section. 


Everett is an officer and life member of OTVARC. He has held an amateur license for more than 
46 years. He holds a Certificate in Public Relations from UCLA and the Public Relations Society 
of America.

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Oregon Disaster Medical Team, by Tom, 


Oregon Disaster Medical Team (ODMT) is an independent non-profit 501(c)3 organization of 
volunteer healthcare professionals who are willing to plan, train and respond to provide relief 
healthcare services when local, county and mutual aid reserves are inadequate due to a mass 
casualty incident or disaster event. 


The team is configured to respond rapidly within Oregon in the event of disaster. One of the 
primary missions of ODMT is to address urgent and emergent medical issues in the initial 72 
hours of a disaster event, before outside agencies can be of assistance. Experience around the 
country has shown that pre-designated teams of disaster healthcare providers can respond 
more effectively to assist overwhelmed local resources. 


ODMT is truly a statewide team, with members located throughout Oregon. Because team 
members will have primary employment and family responsibilities in their home area in the 
event of disaster, squads from other regions of the state may be activated in combination or 
sequentially to the affected area. ODMT's goal is to have members throughout the state, to 
provide comprehensive and rapid response. 


History 


ODMT was formed in 1999. In 1999, the team was recognized as a federal Disaster Medical 
Assistance Team in the National Disaster Medical System. The team has approximately 95 core 
members with a recruitment goal of 115 members over the next year. We are working closely 
with the Oregon Health Division, state EMS office and our regional federal emergency medical 
planner.

The annual Simulated Emergency Test (SET) is scheduled for Saturday, November 16, 2002. 
The expected time for the SET exercise is 9:00 AM to 1:00 PM. 


This exercise for Oregon's ARES/RACES is part of the ARRL ARES national test of emergency 
communicators, which is required annually. This year's Oregon exercise has been planned by 
District 1 ARES. 


The premise of this year's exercise is a ‘virus’ that wipes out most common electronic 
communication systems. This will include computer networks, cell phones, telephones, and 
800 MHz communications systems. That leaves high dependence on ham radio for emergency 
communication. 


District 1 will be providing the exercise plan. Section appointees, District appointees, EC's, 
AEC's, and liaisons to and from served agencies will be responsible to develop specific plans for 
their respective areas of responsibility based on the District 1 design. 


This is advance notice to be prepared to participate with your ARES group. SET is November 
16th from 9:00 am to 1:00 pm. Put it on your schedule, and so you can start making plans. 
Get involved in emergency communications. You'll increase your enjoyment of our hobby as 
you increase your preparedness. Get involved and have some fun!

RESCUE RADIO: FCC OK'S NEW PERSONAL LOCATOR BEACONS 


From the CGC Communicator 


If you are involved in search and rescue work, here is a change you need to know about. The 
FCC has issued a report and order providing for licensing of individual 406.025 MHz personal 
locator beacons or P-L-B's. The FCC will require mandatory registration of these devices with 
the National Atmospheric and Oceanographic administration (NASA). 


A 406 MHz digital P-L-B signal will contain information on the type of emergency, the country 
of assignment, an identification code of the beacon in distress, and other information to 
facilitate search and rescue operations. 


Even more important, a 406 MHz distress signal can be received and stored on-orbit by the 
COSPAS/SARSAT satellite and retransmitted to the ground on a clean pass. It is hoped that 
this capability will eliminate or reduce the blind spots found in current 121.50 MHz and 243.00 
MHz devices. 


The use of the 406 MHz frequency will be internationally recognized. Not all international 
signatories have approved it’s use for the PLB, but it is expected that this approach and 
frequency will become universal.
